This Account was sent to our office by the present Belfast Ballast Master, who was not appointed 
till the month of May, within the period of the present Account. Ilis predecessor John M'Cartney 
was dismissed ; and, by our former Reports on the Accounts of this Corporation, appears to have appro- 
priated the monies intrusted to him tohis private purposes; to have been insolvent; and, of course, that 
of the sum of three thousand five hundred and thirteen pounds four shillings and one penny three 
farthings, (mentioned in the state of the Balance to be in his hands), there is every reason to suppose 
r.o part will ever be paid. 

By a letter from the present Ballast Master, in answer to a requisition from our office for more 
perfect vouchers for sundry Expenditures than those sent in to ^support this Account, we find that 
M'.Cartney, not contented with defrauding the Corporation of the large sum for which lie is their 
debtor, has, in addition to this misconduct, left his Accounts of Expenditures imperfect; that he and his 
dismissed clerks, who might have elucidated many matters, have either declined or omitted giving 
satisfactory answers to the requisite queries made from them ; and that without their assistance, in 
.furnishing the details of their Expenditures, the present Master could not furnish the information 
required ; and we have therefore felt ourselves obliged to admit credits to be taken on some imperfect 
vouchers for Expenditures which we have every reason to be satisfied were actually made, and which 
i niperf&Tt vouchers, under other circumstances where perfect vouchers could be procured, we would 
not have felt ourselves warranted to allow.

PARTICULARS OF ESTATES, PROPERTY AND FUNDS: 

The only personal property vested in the Governors is one Bond of the late Sir Henry Hartstonge, hart, 
for £■ 300, the interest of which is regularly paid and accounted for annually by the Treasurer. In addition 
to this, the only permanent and certain income of the Hospital is the sum of £. 97 a year, payable by His 
Majesty’s Treasury, pursuant to Act of Parliament. The income arising from Subscriptions, Donations 
and Grand Jury Presentments, also from the admission of Patients (some of whom are by a bye-i ule of the 
Hospital required to pay twenty shillings on admission,) is variable and uncertain. The amount of the 
present year is set forth in the foregoing Account. . 

There is no laud or leasehold property whatever belonging to this Hospital, except the site whereon it 
stands, and a yard in the front of it, between it and the street These were formerly part of the fortifications 
of the city of Limerick, were more lately used as a barrack, and were procured from the Ordnance Board 
by the late Sir Henry Hartstonge and Lady Hartstonge, for the purposes to which they are now converted ; 
one quarter of an acre and ten perches, by a lease from the Representatives of the late Amos Vereker, esq. 
<lated 10th August 1814, taken by the present Treasurer in trust for theGovernora of the Hospital. The 
present Treasurer has also taken, in the year 1 81 7, in trust for the Governors, another plot of ground, about 
half an acre, with two old houses thereon, which have been converted into convalescent wards for fever 
patients ; this ground is in the rear of the Hospital, and was also a part of the fortifications. It was held 
by a lease from the Rev. H. T. Ingram to Thomas Vokes, for 200 years, at the yearly rent of £. 15. The 
Governors gave Vokes £. 73 for his interest, and he has assigned his lease to them. Also a bequest of 
the late Miss White of £. 50 a year for 50 years, which has been paid up to 23d May 1819-

This Account is correctly stated and vouched. Our attention has been particularly drawn to a 
return of Arrears of Instalments due to the Trustees of First Fruits in Ireland, on account of Loans 
advanced for building Churches, which return is annexed to the present Account, and from thence it 
appears, that these arrears now amount to the large sum of nineteen thousand three hundred and 
fourteen pounds nine shillings and one penny ; that nine and eight instalments are due on some, six on 
others, and in several, no instalments whatever have been repaid. We are therefore led to think, 
that there iriusl be some defect in the existing laws for collecting these instalments from parishes, and 
sonie defect of the law, and perhaps even some neglect of the Trustees in enforcing the payment of 
the instalments, when collected from the persons wlio from time to time received, or into whose hands 
these instalments found their way, some of whom must be defaulters. 

As a probf of the defective state of the law, the parish of Glonmethan, in the arch-diocese of 
Dublin, to tvhich parish a loan of five hundred pounds was granted for building a Church, owes the 
whole of its instalments, eight in number, amounting to two hundred and forty pounds. This parish 
having refused to levy any instalments, or to make any re-payments, law proceedings have been had, 
which have already cost nine hundred and forty-two pounds two shillings and sixpence, nearly four 
times as miich as the monies Bued for, and nearly twice as much as tife amount of the whole loan.

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We have added to Charge twenty-five pounds ten spittings, be mg a deduction from tlie sum of eight 
hundred and thirty-two pounds, the Parliamentary Grant, for commutation of duty on beer and ale- for 
one 'year, stated to be retained at the Treasury for fees, and which deduction has been uniformly 
retained since the first issue of this commutation under the Act of 41 Geo. III. c. 39. In- .-.the 
forinpr Irish Acta of 27 Geo. II. c. 3; 11 & 12 Geo. III. c. 26; and 19 & 20 Geo, III. 0..32, 
granting duties ori beer and ale to the Company of Undertakers of the Lagan Navigation, then- 
are special provisoes prohibiting all fees and deductions at the Treasury for these duties, by these 
several. Acts of Parliament granted; and as the Act of the 41 Geo. III. c- 32, does not repeal 
any former Acts, and in lieu of those duties which were to have been paid over net, grants a specific 
annual sum, in our opinion the sum mentioned as a commutation for those duties should have been 
also paid ,net r and any deductions therefrom are unjustifiable. 

It escaped our attention on the audit of former Accounts of these Undertakers, that; by the 
Act. of the 13 & 14 of Geo. III. c. 12, it is enacted, That the receipts of debenture owners be 
allowed for receipt of interest, and also of principal sums; we, therefore, reallow a sum of fifty 
pounds disallowed in last Account, in consequence of a cancelled debenture for that amount not 
having been produced, a receipt from the proprietor having been now sent in. 

There is a large and growing arrear of interest due to the proprietors of debentures issued for the 
sum forming the joint stock of the Company. On our applying to the Company for explanation on 
this subject, and requiring to know the principle which guided them in permitting this arrear of 
interest to accrue, we were informed by them, that “ the Company do not conceive they would be 
“ authorized to pay any interest to the proprietors of debentures issued for the sum forming' the 
“ joint stock of the Company, until the money borrowed shall be paid off, if required ; therefore, the 
“ only persons to whom interest has been paid are the holders of the old and loan debentures 
and we concur in this opinion. 

In our last Report we disallowed sums paid to certain officers of the Treasury, for agency and fees, 
as well for want of vuuchers, as thinking that it was more than questionable whether, under any 
circumstances, we could have allowed charges for agency under 29th sect of 52 Geo. III. c. 52. Credits 
are again claimed by Accountants in present Account for same sum disallowed on last Account, and 
additional sums under the same circumstances, all of which we have disallowed.

But the Funds of 
the Infirmaries of Counties, being in general limited to voluntary Subscriptions from individuals, and 
Sums presented by Grand Juries at Assizes ; before whom the respective Treasurers are obliged to 
account; and the Board of Accounts, convinced from experience that no benefit proportioned to the 
trouble given to Accountants, who render their services gratuitously, or to the labour of the Office 
Audit, has resulted to tbe Public from the annual examination of these Accounts, have determined to 
discontinue such annual Audit; but have desired that the Accounts required by the 46 Geo. III. 
c. 95, should be transmitted annually to their Office, that the Board, if they should see any occasion, 
or should be required by Government, may examine them. 

The County Infirmaries receive of Public Money only £.106 annually, which, by the 56 Geo. III. 
c. 20, is appropriated to the payment of the Surgeon’s Salary.
